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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -1 5 t and 1 7-30 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

The applicant filed amendment on July 8, 2005 in response to the final office 
action mailed May 5, 2005, and cancelled the only two rejected claims 31-32 
which puts the application in conditions for allowance. 

None of the prior art of the record either singularly or in combination teaches 
or fairly suggests the following underlined limitations 

The cable data service that is specifically designed to be overlayed over an 
existing cable network with accommodation for existing customers that use the 
conventional bit rate, the "method of sending data from a transmit site to a 
receive site, the method comprising: dividing a transmit data stream having a first 
bit rate into multiple data streams with each of the multiple data streams having a 
bit rate which is lower than the first bit rate: transmitting each of the multiple data 
streams over a cable network comprising a plurality of RF channels, wherein at 
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least one of the RF channels has connections to a plurality of users and the 
connections to the plurality of users are between the transmit site and the receive 
site: and recombining the multiple data streams at the receive site to provide a 
receive data stream having a bit rate equal to the first bit rate ." as disclosed in 
claim 1. 

The cited reference, Rasanen (Rasanen et al. U. S. Patent Number 6,128,322) 
discloses a wireless system with high-speed data transmission in a digital mobile 
system with the mobile network allocates number of parallel rate-adapted traffic 
channels to a high-speed data signal that requires specific transfer rate, and the 
user data signal is divided in the transmitter into transmission frames for 
transmission via the parallel traffic channels. In related art Robinett (Robinett et 
al. U. S. Patent 6,351,474) discloses multiple data streams with different bit 
rates. 

However, the cited reference Rasanen in view of Robinett do not expressly 
teach a cable data service that is specifically designed to be overlayed over an 
existing cable network, and "method of sending data from a transmit site to a 
receive site, the method comprising: dividing a transmit data stream having a first 
bit rate into multiple data streams with each of the multiple data streams having a 
bit rate which is lower than the first bit rate: transmitting each of the multiple data 
streams over a cable network comprising a plurality of RF channels, wherein at 
least one of the RF channels has connections to a plurality of users and the 
connections to the plurality of users are between the transmit site and the receive 
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site: and recombining the multiple data streams at the receive site to provide a 
receive data stream having a bit rate equal to the first bit rate ". 

For these reasons independent claims 1 is allowed. Claims 2-15, and 17-30 
are depending on the independent claims 1 , and claims 2-15 and 17-30 are 
allowed under the same reasons set forth in claim 1 .
